The Mining L: Law of 1866. 


Ina issne we ipfeined to the fact | 
that claimants of mineral lands, even in the 
States of California and Nevada, were unable 
to avail themselves of. the Aci of Comgress of 
July 26, 1866, in perfecting their titles, for 
the reason that the land officers declined to 
take any steps in the premises until the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office at Wash; 
ington had prepared and issued his instrue- 
tions, Although we have not yet the 
-cireular, we learn from the Colorado papers 
that Commissioner Jos. 8. Wilson has issued | 
the necessary and expected instructions. The 
Colorado papers just now seem to be much 
exercised over the subject; and find a great 
deal of fault with the Commissioner’ because, 
as they say, instead of making matters plain, 
he not only omitted to explain, but has ham- 
pered all the proceedings under the Act, with 
an immense deal of red fape. 
The Colorado Times says that ‘there are 
80 governmental details title can 
be acquired that it will not be advisable for 
@ny person who does not make the law his 
study, to attempt to obtain a patent under 
it.” We cannot bat think that the Coloradans 
aré conjuring up, and shedding tears over 
imaginary difficulties. What seems to trouble 
some of them the most, is the fear that under 
the law and the instractions, single individu- 
_als cannot obtain a patent on a single lode for 
three thousand feet. One paper claims that 
under the law the discoverer of a vein of pre- 
cions metal can ‘‘take up” two hundred feet 
by location, and in addition, at least three 
thousand feet more for discovery. The idea 
upon which this singular notion seems to be 
based, may be gathered from the following 
extract taken from the Ties, (a very eéxcel- 
lent paper, by the way, and which does not 
fally indorse the 3, 009 feet notion to a — 
person): 

‘We had expected to have found in any in- 
structions from all ambiguities 
in the law cleared up; but thatis not the case, 
the most anibignous part of it is either unseen 
or ignored. Throughout the law there ap- 
pears to be a different idea conveyed in regard 
to the words “élaim” and “location.” ‘‘Claim” 
appears to be applied to a lode, rather than 


oobi a part of i, and, when referring to the 
the contrary may be known, it 
individual ¢laims. Section four 


contains the fellowing proviso: ‘That no loca- 
tion hereafter made, shall exceed two hundred 
feet in length along the vein for each locator, 
with an additional claim for discovery to the 
discoverer of the lode. * * 
vided further, that no person ma 
than one location on the same lode, and not 
more than three thousand feet shall be taken 
in any one claim by any association.’” 
The clear meaning of the law seems to us 
to be, that no one claim (location, if you 
.will,y ‘on any vein hereafter taken up, shall 
exceed two hundred fect, and individuals shall 
not be entitled to locate more than one claim, 
except the discoverer, who may take up an 
additional claim (of two-hundred feet)” for 
discovery. Very similor language is ‘used in 
most of the mining regulations throughout 
the country, and we never heard the construc- 
tion, suggested by the Colorado papers, having | iiations. 
been placed upon it before, - é intent of 
the law was fo secure: aniformtity and restrict 
the gobbling up of valuable lodes by single 
individuals—or even companies. In the case 
of associations of persons, they are restricted 
to fifteen claims, of two -hendred” feet, ‘viz: 
Three thousand feet. 


The design of the law, while throwing open 
the mineral lands for occupation and parchase 
at a nominal price, is manifestly to extend its 
benefits to the greatest number of persons, 
and give everybody a chance. In order to do 
so, and prevent monopolists from securing to 
themselves the nsost valuable mines, by 
bling them up, the extent of individual claims 
is restricted to two hundred feet, and of 
ciations to.three thonsand fget. Having 
object in ‘view, how entirely out of keeping 
with the intent of Congress would it be to 
construe the language cited above, as allow- 
ing the discoverer to take up and hold three 
thousand two hundred feet! 

In order to avoid this apparont difficulty, 
some of our Colorado cotemporaries advise 
their friends to follow the. letter. 
tent of the law, their ldedtions "to two 
hundred feet each, but to locate as much as 
they please in somebody else's name and then 
get a transfer back from those pliant some- 
bodies.
